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8J1RL "Masa", Masayuki Kobayashi JRIFVH was an active operator of 
this station, as well as the commercial radio, during the Japanese 
25th Antarctic Scientific Observatory Expedition in Syowa Base, 69°S- 
39°E, Ongul.Island, Antarctica. (photo) 
--The following is Masa's story: 

“ My year-long dream was realized in 
the Antarctic Expedition ( 13-month, 
1983-1985). Among the 32 crew, male only, 
in this closed community, ham radio was 
avery good amusement and a relief for 
psychohygienics. Specially "pile-up" 

was really enjoyable. Time for operation 


was limitted but we are fortunate enough 
to make the best record among the past 25 expeditions, 5,300 contacts 
as 8J1RL, and 70 as 8J1RM in Mizuho Base (270 k.m. S.E. of Syowa Base). 

After we took over the former expedition, we began to set up the 
new beam antenna, 5-element tribander, special "antarctic spec", on 
allm. triangle tower bolted onto the rocky ground. It took nearly 
one month to complete in the outside temperature -20C. The operation 
began from March 20, 1984. In April, the band conditions were excell- 
ent and it was possible to work a JA-mobile on 28MHz. But the condx 
in September and October did not come up as I expected, so that my . 
contacts were mostly with the stations from Europe, after my dinner 
(16z- ), instead of JA's. (See the location. To the south of ZS.) 

Since I was ordered by my dear captain to: make out the best result 
in the ham radio operation, by this time, I was devoted in that job. 
But the station 8J1RL might not be very popular, many people from 
Europe asked into the detail, and some turned their antenna toward 
Japan due to this 8J callsign. The terrible pile-un of European 
style made me recognize that JA's operating manner is not too bad. 
(...even if it became worse and shameless. - editor) 

My commercial job is to communicate with Japan and other foreign 
bases in Antarctica, by traditional c.w.,. and faximile, teletype and 
phone through MARISAT. The HF system consists of two 5 k.w. and 
al k.w. transmitters and two JA-directed Rhombics, one for transmitt-— 
ing and another for receiving. There is a vertical log-periodic beam 
also (fixed). Both in amateur and commercial, I often experienced 
the sudden "fade-out" of signals - this may be the characteristics of 
propagation in this part on the globe. S-9 signal disappears suddenly. 
The local communications with Mizuho Base were made on the lower HF 
frequencies, which was sometimes difficult due to the unstable and 


unexpected (from my experience through ham radio in JA) ionospheric 


Ameo.) 
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activities. The propagation between the snow mobile on the way and 
the base was found the best and usable on 3MHz; other band works like 
a switch - the propagation on or off. A dipole up 1.5 m. was the BEST. 

Five or six people used to stay at Mizuho Base inside the conti- 
nent. 270 k.m. between the two bases we moved on a large snow mobile. 
It takes a week, and we took enough foods. But there is no toilet 
in the mobil; so that we have to wait and be patient until the last 
few minutes, and get off the mobile to get relaxation. It allows 
minimal delay on the way. 

There were only two amateur operators in the expedition, Shinichi 
Yamamoto, JELRFP, and I. From August to October, 1984, I could acti- 
vate 8J1RM from Mizuho Base, and worked 70 contacts. All the facili- 
ties of the base except antennas and weather measurement equipments 
are buried 2-3 meters under the snow, and each cell is connected by 
tunnels - made of ice. 8J1RM was operated during this period only. 

In February 1985, we ended up the 25th Expedition. We left Ant- 
arctica on the new Japanese ice-cracker Shirase to go to South Africa, 
from where all the expedition team who stayed 13 months in Antarctica 
took on a jet plane back to the home, March 1985. 

All the QSLs from 8J1RL and 8J1RM of the 25th expedition were 
already written and sent to the JARL bureau in April. So that those 
who worked the stations will receive the QSLs in several months through 
the bureau. Of course I already replied all the "pile-uv" of S.A.&. 
which waited my coming back home. ; 

With the favorite "order" from my captain, I hope that my activity 

es esettse from Syowa Base and Mizuho Base made 
much appeal on the existence of the 
two. Now I feel I might go anywhere in 
the world for a DX-pedition - even on 
Peter the First Island - if I should

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OTH TOKYO DX CONVENTION was held at Hotel Urashima, Harumi, Tokyo 
08-09 June. Gathered 138 DXers, 2/3 are Japan-Ones, and a few from 
DX like Robin DUORG, Mahesh VU2MAC and so on. Nob JA1KSO and Mac 
JA3USA talked about MAILBOX, packet radio and RBBS, with their systems 
on demonstration. Yuzo JALNKV (president of Criative Design, most- 
popular antenna/rotator company) made a lecture on the low bands ant- 
ennas. An active low bander Masami JA1UQP talked about the jammings 
transmitted on 40 meters. Tack JEI1GKA brought a "CW Pile-up" tape 
and made an "examination" on JA DXers attending. Tack says there are 
100 calls and a dupe in the tape, but many of them are hardly audible. 
Among some one-hundred "examinees", forty submitted the log, and the 
first place winner was Saty JE1LJKL who shared the first prize with 
Fred K3Z0 at Dayton Hamvention. Saty copied 42 calls. Your editor 
copied 17 and got the tenth prize (8J1XPO tee shirt). hi 
In the pannel discussion (MC: Mike JHIKRC), JA2VPO Toshi revealed 
how he worked 235 DXCC countries on 40m in one year 1984, and confirmed 
229 countries by the end of February 85. He sent his aSLs mostly by 
SAE air mails, and his friend in USSR helped to confirm the cards from 


Russian countries, etc. He won the first prize in 40m entry, JA 
CQ ham radio's “ONE YEAR pDxcc". About DX contests Tack JELCKA, 


the president of JCCC, suggests the usage of 3.525-3.575MHz (JA phone 
band) for DX phone contests instead of 3-795-3.802MHz ( JA 75m band) 
so that JA cntesters can pick up the DX operationg on the spot without 
JA QRMMMMMM we suffer from (you too perhaps). JCCC will appeal this 
in order to realize at least from the next CQ WW phone. Still, some 


problem remains -- JA guys who chat an the lower JA phone band. 

Sakai JG3LZG reflexed his experience in the recent Clipperton Dx- 
RChinskepel, The ahs} interesting to listen to how they managed to work 
about 3,000 JAs, mostly done by Sakai as he says, with verticals -- no 
good radials installed, and Icom gears without ew filters. (ICOM gears 
without optional ssb/cw filters installed sound like a common short 
wave radio for no-experted S.W.L. -- maybe terrible for the use in 
a DX-pedition ! ---editor ) A Japanese operator must be very helpful 
in order to pick up JAs call with the phonetics of Japanese accents. 

Masa JRIFVH showed up his life and radio activities in 8J1RL/8J1RM 
Antarctica with many beautiful slides. (The story on page 3-4.) 

In the individual all-night meetings, attendants chat and get 
acquainted with the usual callsigns each other. Through these five 
TOKYO DX CONVENTION, nearly 1,000 DX enthusiasts met in total and got 
known one another. It is pleasant also to have some foreign guests, 
like OH2BH, NORM, and their XYLs, etc in the past.

Tim says 8 people have applied for 
their individual radio stations. Included is Randy KA6??? in Taipei. 
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HM/P5 Rumor Says some amateur from East Germany tries to get a license 
to operate from North Korea until the end of June. No report yet. 
There are about 700-thousands "North Koreans" (whose nationality is 
North Korea) living in Japan today. "Foreigner" cannot get the station 
license but can get the operator license and operate from a club stn. 
to which he belongs, in Japan. There may be some hundreds JA amateurs 
whose nationality was N. Korea, and now is Japan. Rumor says several 
JA amateurs have applied for the permission of a DX-pedition to North - 
Korea by now. ‘There is no international relationship between N.Kore 
and Japan, so that the application may be done through some organi- 
zations for these people living in Japan. 

Accually, there Wes some amateurs operating from North Korea in 
early '60s, when some tens of thousands of N.K people living in Japan 
went back to their home country. JA2AEE (perhaps) whose parent 
a N.Korean went to N.Korea with his parents, about 1960. He came on 
the band signing HM6AE (or so), and active for a few years. After that 
he and other stations went completely QrRt. 

It is usual someone whose family or friend went to North Korea 
about this time, cannot corresponds or whatsoever to communicate with. 
In these recent months, N.Korea and Japan began to contact very fre u- 
ently in the governmental level, as well as South Korea does to North 
Korea. Hope that amateur radio in North Korea will begin soon. 

By the way, there may be more than 4,000 amateurs licensed in South 
Korea (HL) by now. 


Burma Mistery Is XZ2HN a reality or fake? The rumor of this station 
"in Rangoon, of course authorized” will spread. But who really heard 
his signal at all? Okay, be sure he may be on the air. 

In December '84, the Dx Family's local net on 438.56MHz was filled 
with a story that "Burma will come on the band soon" because some high 
‘Burman officials came to a ham shop - Rocket in Akihabara, Tokyo, and 
bought "TS-930" the most expensive ham radio set in the market then. 

Before the official bought it, he came to the same shop and asked 
if they have some "radio kits" like TX-88A, FL-50 or 9R59 receiver 
which were very popular in Japan in "60s. All of those who heard it 
were surprised; Burma will rebuild ham radio activity in governmental 
level!!1! According to "RUMOR CHANNEL" in JA Dx Magazine "FIVE-NINE", 
investigation says that the Burman official who was noticed there is 
no radio kit like them now, sent a telex to Rangoon, and got a reply 
to "buy the best one available" and did. The root of this story is 
the shop man and the spreader is his friend - a member of DXFF. 

"Soon Burma will be on the band!" Many of us believed so. Time flied. 
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The transceiver the official bought were sent to Rangoon - as the RUMOR 
CHANNEL says, and everyone who knew this longed for the "coming Burma" 
Soon after, the TS-930 was sent back to Tokyo. Something wrong? - No. 
High official in Rangoon side wanted some "radio Kits" that may be 
useful for training in radio engineering, and not one useful for coming 
on the band very immediately, to let JA boys go acme. The radio shop 
couldn't but accept it in return. This is all what we can tell you 
about the "coming Burma". ( Editor hopes you enjoyed this story.) 


By the way, "FIVE-NINE" issued by Toshi JALELY is very popular now 
even if it is issued No. 1-3 only by this time. How many subscribers 
do you think he has? A great number - 1,000. With color photo front 
page on paper back, the all-DX contents count 32 pages. The subscri- 
ption for one year cost ¥8,000 inside JA. Unfortunately no English 
version is available by now. Hope Toshi will allow me to quote some- 
thing interesting for my readers.from time to time.

Also active was KD7P who has 
left the island to return to the states. You might remember him on the Midway 
(KH4) DXpedition. And we all thank him for that. 

On my first letter I thought I would fill everyone on things that I am 
hearing here in the Pacific. In the last couple of weeks the states are being 
heard starting about 0300Z. With Central and South America to follow. At 06302 
The HIDXA Net starts with P29JS as Net Control. He is also the President of = 
the club. There has been as many as 40 DX check ins from around the world. 

Some of the check ins are: BYSRA, VKONL, VK@JC, KC6HA, TROJLD, QVLTL, A35SA, 
’ SWLAU, J37AH. And that is to name a few. 

At about 0930Z Europe starts to run on 15 meters. Then about 1100Z africa 
starts. I have a sked with my manager ZS2DK at 1130Z on 21.250 every Sunday. 
The about 1330Z the states start again. Most of the stations I hear are 
pointed to Europe not knowing that the Pacific is running. I had a nice QSO 
with KV4AD and W2EMN/C6A at about 1230Z on 20 meters. Plus I try to catch the 
PHO net starting at about 1900Z on the weekends. Also on.14.215 the Pacific 
DX Net starts with KB7QC and the group. 

In the 2 years that I have been a ham I have worked 205 countries and all 
the states. And I ahve 136 countries confirmed. But being in the middle of 
the Pacific has its advantages. 

Anyone who comes to Guam can find alot of fun with ham radio. DX is 
usually open to some part of the globe. We do have two repeaters here on the 
island..They are on 64/94 and 28/88. So please bring your HT along if you come, 
- Our club meets on the first Tuesday of each month; And all visitors are envited 
to come by. H44IA was our last visitor. 

As a last note I hope to bring you news from the Pacific and the island 
of Guam.If you hear any of us on please give us a call. We are always happy 
to rag chew. I hope to have a DXpedition to Johnston Island (KH3) around the 
next WW Contest. But more info later. 5
